The Safety Council President 
stated that in the past, installa- 
tion of belt in the front seats 
had cost between $20 and $30 - 
mostly for labor cost for drilling 
through the floorpan and attach- 
ing the hardware. 

On the 1962 cars the only ex- 
pense of seat belt installation will 
be the cost of the belt itself. 

Smith said, “if all Máíssissip- 
pians would wear a seat belt when- 
ever they are in an automobile, 
the number of traffic deaths 
would be reduced by at least 
35%. 

He said a nationwide investi- 
gation and study of the highway 
deaths occurring during the July 
4 holiday weekend last year, re- 
vealed that 40% of the 462 peo- 
ple killed would not have died 
or been seriously injured if they 
had worn a seat belt. 

“Not one of those killed dur- 
ing this holiday period had a 
seat belt,” Smith said. 

The Council President said that 
approximately one out of twenty 
of the Mississippi vehicles are 
now equipped with this safety 
feature, and it is hoped that 
with the cooperation of the auto- 
mobile industry many thousands 
will install the inexpensive belts 
at the time of their 1962 pur- 
chase. 

"However," he said, “we should, 
by no nieans wait until 1962. 
Seat belts should be installed 
now. They can save your life."
